The increasing number of books taken out during the year 
indicates that the townspeople are becoming more interested in 
the library. A marked increase in the circulation of books 
among the children of the town is very encouraging. Magazine 


circulation is also on the gain. 


During the past year the book stacks have been opened to the 
public and the townspeople seem most appreciative of this oppor- 
tunity to select their own reading from a wider range. 


A committee of three trustees has been appointed to look after 
library repairs. 

Twice during the year the book committee has purchased new 
books for the shelves.

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REPORT FROM THE TREASURER AND LIBRARIAN 
OF THE THAYER LIBRARY, ASHUBEG=s 


To the Board of Selectmen and the residents of the Town of 
Winchester: 


Several years ago we had a circular letter from the state li- 
brary commission of New Hampshire, requesting that a report 
from this library be sent to the officers of the town, asking that 
it be included with others in the report printed annually by the 
town officers. We have been asked several times since then to 
do the same, but have never before complied. 

Now, however, as the question of the townspeople appropriat- 
ing a sum of money to help us along, being practically bankrupt, 
it seems appropriate to give ‘a statement of affairs here. 

The investments which were turned over to the trustees of this 
library, after the death of Mrs. Thayer in 1905, consisted of 
bonds of Northern Pacific Great Northern R. R., $7,840, at 4 
per cent; and thirty-eight shares of Concord and Montreal R. R., 
at $188 per share, $7,144, at 7 per cent. 

We thouglit for several years that we were receiving interest 
on fifteen thousand dollars, but when we consider that we re- 
ceived interest on the par value of the stock, one can see that we 
have never had the income that many have supposed. 

Since 1905 the buildings have been painted, steam heat and 
electric lights installed, the reading rooms repapered and painted, 
and several rooms upstairs have been done over. There have also 
been repairs to old furnace, and porch floors, one chimney rebuilt, 
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and slate roofs repaired. 


No repairs have been made since 1913; and there are several 
things that will have to be attended to this year. The spring 
which supplies water must be recovered; the roofs mended, and 
several trees ought to be cut, because the branches break off every 


winter and endanger the windows and roofs. 


When I tell you that our income from railroad stock has 
stopped entirely, and that in the fiscal year ending July 1, 1921, 
our income was $301.48, and our coal bill $282.30, you will see 
that we have used our funds economically. Of course that was the 
year when coal was the highest it has ever been. Our surplus was 
all used up as far back as 1914. 


This report seems to be mostly about finances, which I think 
people generally know very little about, as connected with this 
library. 


I would like to add something about the working of the read- 
-ing rooms and the circulation of books. The books loaned aver- 
age 2,619 each year since the library opened. Our largest circu- 
lation in any one year was 3,820, and the smallest 1,481. Last year 
it was 2,392. We have collected fines on books kept over time 
from four to twelve dollars per year. | 

During the past year the library has been open only one day 
each week, partly because of the extra cost and difficulty in 


heating, and partly for other reasons. 


Most of our magazines and papers are given to the library 


now, and occasionally a few books, although we have bought a 


© 
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few of the latter each year so far. We subscribe for two weekly 
papers. 

As you all know, the buildings here belong to the town, and 
if the voters see fit to help to appropriate money for the trustees 
to use for the upkeep of the buildings, every cent will be used 
for that purpose, and whatever the running expenses amount to 
above the income from bonds, we will do without.

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TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF 
WINCHESTER, N. H. 


I hereby respectfully submit my first annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


My first care on taking charge of the Winchester schools in 
September was to ascertain as accurately as possible how the 
schools ranked in actual accomplishment of the work that schools 
are supposed to do; in other words, to find out how the schools 
of this district compared, grade for grade, with schools in general 
throughout the country. 


Up to within a few years practically all school systems have 
been run in a more or less haphazard fashion, with no means of 
knowing definitely whether or not they were really accomplishing 
what they should in the way of pupil instruction. It has been 
customary to build schoolhouses, equip them with furniture, 
books, and other supplies, hire teachers more or less properly 
qualified to teach, run the schools so many months per year, and 
then take for granted that the schools were functioning properly 
in the way of teaching the children the things they ought to know 
and developing in them the mental attitudes and habits of action 


requisite to social efficiency and good citizenship. 


All too often this confidence has been misplaced. But until 
recently there seemed to be no way of checking up the work of 
the schools very accurately; no way of measuring the output of 
the schools as we can measure the output of a factory. Neither 
was there any way of comparing directly the work done in one 


school system with that done in other school systems. This was 
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due primarily to varying standards of grading among teachers 
and superintendents. Each teacher and each superintendent had 
his individual ideas on the subject and the standards of their 
particular teachers or supervisors were the ones which the schools 
of any particular locality were expected to achieve. Hence it 
came about that the schools in neighboring communities, and even 
within the same community, would vary greatly in efficiency due 
to lack of standardization of subject matter and grades. An eighth 
grade in one school might not be so far advanced in their studies 
as the sixth grade in another school simply because there were 
no definite standards of accomplishment for any grade other 
than those of individual teachers and superintendents. 

As a consequence, a community might easily become misled 
into the belief that it had excellent schools when in reality its 
schools were much below par as compared with those in other 
towns. Only when parents moved to other places and their chil- 
dren had to be put. back a grade or two did they awake to the 
realization that there is a vast difference in the efficiency of 
schools in different communities even when one community 
spends as much or more on its schools as the others. Sometimes 
the town that is spending the most money on its schools is 
getting the least in the way of educational results. 

But conditions have changed greatly in this respect during the 
past few years. It is no longer necessary to guess at what the 
schools are accomplishing, or how they compare with schools in 
other parts of the state or country. There is no longer any reason 
why any community cannot know just how its schools rank in 


comparison with schools in general in this country. We now have 


ight 


instruments with which we can measure the accomplishment of 
pupils from year to year, not in accordance with the judgment 
of particular teachers or superintendents, but in accordance with 
what the pupils in thousands of other schools have done. We can 
tell which schools are doing more and better work per year just 
as we can tell which of several factories are turning out the most 
pairs of high-grade shoes or the most yards of fine cloth in a 
given time. Furthermore, we have definite standards of achieve- 
ment for each grade in each school subject and can measure with 
a fair degree of accuracy just how far any class or any individual 
pupil is behind or ahead of the grade standards. The efficiency of 
the teacher can be measured by the amount and quality of work 
she accomplishes, as indicated by the progress of her pupils, just 
as the efficiency of the woodchopper can be estimated by the num- 
ber: of cords of wood he can cut in a given time. 

The instruments by means of which all these desirable things 
can be accomplished are standardized tests in the various school 
subjects. We know what hundreds of thousands of other chil- 
dren in many different schools have done with these same tests 
and we simply compare the work of the children in our schools 
with that of these other children. These instruments for the 
comparative measurement of classroom products are not yet 
perfected but, even so, they are by far the fairest and most accu- 
rate means yet found with which to measure learning and the 
efficiency of instruction. Early in the fall a survey of the schools 
of this district was made by means of standardized tests in order 
to ascertain the conditions existing at the beginning of the school 


year. In the first three grades the work was found to be up to 
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standard. The conditions in the other grades were as follows:

The five upper grades averaged about one year below standard 
in knowledge and skill in their respective subjects, while the 
Fourth and Sixth Grades were only a half year behind, the Fifth 
and Eighth Grades were considerably more than a whole year, 
and the Seventh Grade was nearly a year and a half behind. 

Some of the more important reasons for these conditions were 
as follows: | 

1. Extremely crowded condition of upper grade ¢lassrooms 
which makes it impossible for either teacher or pupils to do the 
best work of which they are capable. 

2. Too many pupils in Fourth and Fifth Grade room for one 
teacher to handle efficiently, especially in two grades. 

3. Lack of books and other teaghing equipment. 

4. A short school day. 

It is to be hoped that a new school building will solve the 
problem of over-crowded classrooms before another year. 


There are forty-eight pupils in the Fourth and Fifth Grade 
room, whereas thirty is a large class for one teacher to handle. 
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This room should be divided, with a teacher for each of the two 
grades. 

The school day has been only five and one fourth hours when 
it should have been six hours. Most places have six hours. The 
State Program of Studies calls for six hours. Hence, Winchester 
has been having only about eight months of school as compared 
with nine months in most places. Few people stop to realize that 
three-fourths of an hour off of every school day results in the loss 
of more than a month of school time in the course of a year. This 
means more than a month of school time thrown away at no sav- 
ing in dollars and cents to the district, and at a distinct loss to the 
children. It also means that about one-ninth of the school ex- 
penditure for any one year has been spent without any returns. 
One-ninth of last year’s expenditures amounts to nearly $2,800.00. 
Lengthening the school day to six hours would not save this 
amount in money for the district but would give the district’s 
children $2,800.00 worth of instruction that they have been losing 
previous to this year. 

The school day was lengthened by a half hour early this year 
so that now it is only fifteen minutes short of the standard 
length. This additional month of instruction, secured without 
extra expense, merely by lengthening the school day to normal, 
ought to help greatly in bringing the schools up to standard. It 
is obvious that the loss of a whole month each year because of 
a short school day, from the time a child enters school, would, 
by the tifne he reached the Eighth Grade, account pretty largely 
for the Eighth Grade being a year behind the Eighth Grades in 
other places. Why shouldn’t it be? The children have had 
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nearly a year less schooling. 

There was a great lack of text books in all the schools. Very 
few classes had more than half enough books to go around. 
There were not even enough arithmetics, grammars and geog- 
raphies, and there were practically no spelling books at all. 
Neither were there any reading books for grades above the third, 
and not nearly enough for the lower grades. Histories were 
either entirely lacking, as in some grades, or sadly out of date, 
as in other grades. This was true also of civics and physiology 
texts. Because of lack of necessary books the pupils were greatly 
handicapped in trying to study, and teachers had to spend much 
valuable time in putting lessons on the blackboard instead of in 
helping and instructing the children. 

The lack of needed text books has been largely remedied. The 
conditions necessitated a much larger expenditure for text books 
than the district is accustomed to laying out in any one year. In 
considering this fact it should be remembered (1) that the need 
for such expenditure was brought about by failure to spend 
reasonably large amounts for text books in years past; (2) that 
the books were absolutely necessary if the schools were to accom- 
plish results consistent with the amount of money spent on them, 
and if the time of the teachers and pupils was to be used to good 
advantage; (3) that, when the schools are once equipped with 
necessary text books, it will be five or six years at least before 
further extensive purchases need be made. Not only do books 
wear out, but in this age of rapid progress, they get out of date 
and should be replaced every five or six years in any school 
system that pretends to be progressive, and to give the children 
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the best educational advantages they can afford. In this con- 
nection, however, I may state that the purchases made this year 
were not to replace old books that might have been made to last 
a while longer. Except in the case of some old histories and 
civics, they were for books that were needed and entirely lacking. 
The needs of the schools in this respect are not yet fully supplied. 
It would take four or five hundred dollars more to properly 
equip them with needed texts. 

We also need a special appropriation for maps and globes. 
Maps and globes come under the head of “New Equipment” and 
are not covered by state aid. Geography cannot be taught eff- 
ciently without them. Yet they are lacking in nearly every class- 
room in Winchester. 

So far I have discussed the school conditions revealed as a 
result of the survey made in September, and some of the meas- 
ures taken to remedy them. It is too early in the year to do more 
than prophesy in regard to results. The midyear tests have just 
been completed and the pupils’ scores tabulated. The graph 
records show on the average much more than normal progress 
in most subjects for the first half year. If anywhere near equal 
progress is made during the last half of the year, not only will 
a normal year’s work be accomplished, but a large percentage of 
arrears will be made up. Present indications are that the great 
majority of children in all schools will be found nearly or quite 
up to standards by the end of the school year. The results so far 
are even better than I had hoped for. 

It is my plan to give the tests in all schools three times a year. 
The September tests are to find out how the schools stand at the 
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beginning of the year; the midyear tests to find out how the 
pupils are progressing in their work and where there is failure 
to make proper progress. In June the tests are given again for 
promotion purposes. In this way we can keep track of how the 
children are progressing in their studies as compared with other 
school systems, and see wherein and to what extent the schools 
are succeeding or failing in their purpose. Permanent records 
are kept of the progress of every pupil by means of recording the 
results of the tests on graph cards, one of which for each child 
in the district is kept on file in the superintendent’s office. These 
cards show at a glance each child’s standing in his or her studies 
at the beginning, at the midd'e, and at the end of the school year. 
Fach teacher has copies of these cards for the pupils of her 
particular school. The purpose of the whole scheme is to elimi-' 
nate haphazard guesswork in the conduct of the community’s 
most important and most expensive business, and to substitute 
therefor scientific a¢curacy in measuring the efficiency of that 
business so that everybody concerned may know just how the 
schools stand in point of efficiency at any time; that is, how they 
stand in regard to value received by the district for every dollar 
expended, in comparison with the schools of other communities. 

At this point I would like to recommend to the appreciation 
of the board and of the citizens of the town, Winchester’s loyal 
and efficient staff of teachers. It is only with their help that 
superior results have been and can be accomplished, for after all, 
the teacher makes the school. The district can furnish the 
buildings and equipment, and the superintendent can plan and 
guide and help, yet, if the teacher falls down on her end of the 
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job, failure is bound to result. 

The superintendent has asked much of your teachers during 
the past few months. He has asked for special effort, for extra 
work, and for intelligent cooperation in much that was new to 
them in the way of plans and methods. In almost every case 
the things he has asked for have been given cheerfully and effec- 
tively. Let the teachers know that we appreciate them. 

In conclusion, I want to express my appreciation and thanks 
to the members of the school board for their interest in my work 
and their help in meeting the difficulties of the situation. as I 
found it. I request their continued cooperation and that of all 
the citizens of Winchester, in my plans to make the schools of 


this district the very best that can be had for the money.
